So it 'is not altogether a surprising coint^idence 
to lirid them pairrd on two currently as-ailabk disf,5. 

Both of these are low-pnce reissues; one, with th** 
Boston Symphony Orcheslrfl rpndurted by ChIi^l^*s 
Munch, is in the R.C..\. Victrola series; tbt other 
is a Universal Rt'cord Chib releaie, with Artiir Rod- 
zinaky conducting the Philharmonic Syni^jhony Or- 
fhestra of L*7ndon. 

One of the chief reasons for the unRag^ing popu- 
larity of these two works it perhaps tht: fact that each 
shows tht composer In hii most iharartcriiHit: ntood — 
or at any rate ttit luood that we like to think 
characterisLJC. 

The IWethovcn lyinphotty is dramaiit, defiant, and 
eipliHivcly fitiphntic, with iaterludes of tenderniSM

ments were completed hut lost) show him in a 
romantic, lyrical vein, in which joy and melancholy 
ieem to inlermitiKlt;

A bahj ftai ihe biggcit weekly gains in the first ihrw monihi, and the baby 
t»f average birthweight usually douhlc*^ thai wdgtit in ihc siiLth nioolh. 

However, there is quite a big varialiiH) in this. Very big babit!^ do not make 
-such f^reat gains after birth, and m do oal doable their birthwcight at thiri age, 
wliile a small baby will often dauUe his or her hirtfawpight at three luonths. 

Some babies gain less than ibe average sii to eiRhl ounces in ihcir early werki 
but are quite htsillhy- Sometimes, often during the four to six inoaths period, a 
baby who faa<< had big and steady gains Kincc birth ha.« a period of smalfcr weekly 
gains or even remaitu at a stationary weight for a time. 

There is no need to worry abont any of these tendencies provided the baby 
is iieaJlhy, 

Family and racial characteristics also have to be ransidered in rq^ni to the 
wci^l and hrighl of babies and toddlcis, and other physical sigo-s of good aulrilion 
must be rrcc^gnised.
